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1 . A request for continued examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this 
application on July 28, 2004 after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, 
and after abandonment of the application. Accordingly, the RCE is improper and any time 
period running was not tolled by the filing of the improper request. 

2. Claims 1,3-11,13,14 and 16-31 remain withdrawn from fiirther consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

3. A Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences decision in an application has res judicata 
effect and is the "law of the case" and is thus controlling in that application and any subsequent, 
related application. Therefore, a submission containing arguments without either an amendment 
of the rejected claims or the submission of a showing of facts will not be effective to remove 
such rejection. See MPEP § 706.03(w) and 1214.01. 

Claim 2 is finally rejected under res judicata, in view of the Board decision of 2/27/04. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 2 is finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ueda '030 
in view of Ogino. 

See the outstanding rejection of record. 

6. Claim 2 is finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Case in 
view of Schnitzler. 

See the outstanding rejection of record.

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the apphcation prior to the entry of 


the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114.
